0 died  in  the  15  - 25  year  group.

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1 died  in  the  25  - 45  year  group. 

6 died  in  the  45  - 65  year  group. 

12  died  in  the  65  - 75  year  group. 

20  died  over  75  years  of  age. 

This  shows  that  78%  of  the  deaths  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

With  regard  to  cases  looked  after  at  home  by  the  District  Nurse, 
or  Home  Help,  there  have  been  8 of  these  during  the  year,  which  would 
otherwise  have  gone  into  hospital,  and  in  addition,  Nurse  has  attended 
17  confinements  in  their  own  homes.
